tons of coal and Urge amounts of food- 
,stuffs by means of the steamer Berwind, 
an 4merlcan boat under the American 
flag, was told today on 
the witness 


gtand by the Berwlnd's captain, Fritz 
Edward Falkenbera. 


Capt. Falkenborg was a government 


witness in the 
trial

George 
Kottem, 
Adolph Hochmeister 


and Joseph Popplnhaus, all of the Ham- 
burg-American line, on trial of charges 
of conspiring to deceive and 
defraud 


the United Stales. 


While counsel for the defense con- 


cedes that }2.000,000 of German money 
was expended substantially 
In 
the 


manner alleged, tho evidence thus far 
has dealt only with tho expenditure-of 
J760.COO under fho direction of Capt. 
Karl Boy-Ed, the German naval at- 
tache. .Of this amount, according to 
one of the government's chief witness- 
es, $500,000 was sent to San Francisco 
to finance, the supply ehlpa leaving Pa- 
cific coast ports. 


The charge of conspiracy Is BO broad 


that It takes- In about every act that 
.can be proved to have been commit- 
'ted in this country during the first 
1 two months of the war In furtherance 


of German naval warfare. The prose- 
jcution expects that before the trial Is 
over there will have been written. Into 
Ithe record of the case a large part 
of the history-of the raids of German 
commerce, destroyers In tha early part 
cf the war.

The blue as seen in the 
emblem on the radiator of the car de- 
notes loyalty and truth; the gold, gen- 
erosity and elevation of mind, and the 
red. still other virtues. 


The ancient coat of arms was a gen- 


eral symbol of the ideals of the family 
to which it belonged, and its 
whole 


meant considerably more than a mere 
aggregate ot its parts. To the old 
leaders like Cadillac the family es- 
cutcheon was a sacred thing, and its 
degradation was to be avoided or pre- 
vented at all costs, even if that meant 
giving up one's life.

Dictionaries of heraldry 
define 
the 


black bars across the quarters con- 
taining the swans as "barrulets" and 
say they symbolize "one who sets the 
bar of conscience and religion and 
honor against angry passions and evil 
temptations." The blue as seen in the 
emblem on the radiator of the car de- 
notes loyalty and truth: the gold, gen- 
erosity and elevation of mind, and the 
red. still other virtues. 


The ancient coat o£ arms was a gen- 


eral symbol of the ideals o£ the family 
to which it belonged, and its 
whole 
meant considerably more than a. mere 
aggregate of its parts. To the old 
leaders like Cadillac the. family, es- 
cutcheon was a sacred thing, and Its 
degradation was to be avoided or pre- 
vented at all costs, even if that meant 
giving up one's life.
